In 1917, one of the last Rodin-supervised casts of The Thinker was given to the museum and placed 

on a pedestal outside the building on the south steps. Today the sculpture’s base is horribly disfigured 
due to a bombing in 1970, presumably by a radical political group. Learn about the unsolved mystery 

and why the sculpture remains on view in its damaged state.
